NEW YORK, March 27.—"Isn't that 


bully? True American!" 


This la what one of the Young Men's 


Christian association workers overseas 
has written back In telling; of the first 
.American soldiers that came back from 
the front line trenches. 


The /incident that he called "true 


American" is contained in the following 
extract from one of his letters: 
: 
" * * " These boys turned out (o 


be among those who went first into the 
front line trenches: They said it was 
a strange and 'terrible experience, and 
that they felt that only wdnderf.ul luck, 
or the protection of God brought them 
out safe. I suppose that is the feeling 
of all who are for the flrat time expe- 
riencing .trench 
life, even in a quiet 
sector. 
"Don't Salute; Shake" 


"As they went, they passed some of 


cur officers, and, of course, saluted. 
" 'Bon't salute us, boys. Shake hands,' 


the officers said. 'You're the first ones 
up.' 


"Wasn't that bully? True American!" 
This is just one of the incidents he 


tells that show the "bully" spirit of our 
soldiers overseas, 
their "true Ameri- 


can" tendency to grin, under-trying cir- 
cumstances. Even the soldiers in the 
French hospital where he spent some 
weeks showed these traits, he says, and 
were known to doctors and nurses as 
"the smiling Americans." He writes of 
them thus: 


"1 wish I could give you some idea of 


the boys who are here.; 


"One boy is of German parentage; his 


uncles fight for the kaiser, but 'I be- 
long to Uncle Sam,' says he. 
His 


younger brothers were crazy on the 
subject of warships, and carved minia- 
ture ones out of blocks of wood for 
toys. In the early days of the European 
war, these littlft vessels all had German 
names, but as soon as the United States 
fcroke with the central powers, the 
names were all changed at once, and 
are now "The Yankee," "Columbia," 
"The Wisconsin," etc. This boy is laid 
up with rheumatism, like myself, only 
very much worse, and is being sent 
back to the states, a great hardship to 
Mm.

Sir. Monk of Watertown, who made 


the motion to substitute the ratifica- 
tion resolution, said it Is of the great- 
est importance to everyone that the 
liquor question be settled at once, and 
tor all time. He opposed the referen- 
dum because under it not more than 
20 per cent, of the persons who are 
affected by liquor would have the right 
to vote, and of these only 80 per cent, 
do as a matter of fact, so that it would 
be perfectly possible, if the referen- 
dum were adopted, that less than nine 
per cent, of the inhabitants of the 
commonwealth would decide the issue. 
Undoubtedly, he said, congress had this 
very fact in mind when it stipulated 
that ratification should be by the leg-. 
islatures.

Visions of another Black: Tom dlsast 
or a bombardment by the Germans we., 
in many minds. Burning cinders, whlcl 
rose in the heavy cloud of black srnok< 
were carried by the wind across th 
North river and fell along the wate 
front. 
Three Fire* Started at Once 


While the 
excitement was at its 


height the Erie ferry house, a. three- 
story structure in the west side of New 
York, was discovered to be on. fire. A 
ighter close by, loaded with severa 
hundred bales of cotton, also was blaz- 
ng fiercely and still further south, the 
Hoboken ferry slip of tho Lackawanna 
ailroad was on fire. Th.ese fires wera 
easily extinguished by the New York 
iremen, many of whom were ordered to 
Teraey City to fight the bigger fire. 


Employes in the Jarvis 
storehouse 


were nearly 50 men, but 
the 
promp 


sounding- of the alarm is believed to 
lave enabled all to' escape. 
Scores of 


persons in the streets were cut by fall- 
ng glass. Hundreds of store and tene- 
ment windows, some of them a mile 
away, were blown out by the force o 
.ho blasts. Several small frame bulld- 
ng-s near the warehouse were wreckec 
Jy the explosions. 


Frightened women and children fillet 


the streets in the congested sections o 
Jersey City and Hoboken near the scene 
of the explosion and would not return 
to their homes until reassured by fire- 
men and policemen. 
Other Cities Send Help 


The fire spread with 
such 
rapidity 


that the Jersey City fighters soon called 
for outside aid. Engines and other ap 
paratua were sent from Hoboken, New- 
York and other points and did effect iv< 
service in checking tho sprtad of tin 
flames. A stiff wind was blowing from 
the north and for a time it looked a. 
though the entire Erie water Iron 
property would be destroyed. 


By desperate 
efforts, 
however, th 


firemen confined the flames to an area 
covering about two acres.

OUR SHIPBUILDING 
INDUSTRY 


The most urgent demand of the al- 


lies upon this country is first for ships 
and second for food, principally wheat 
and meat. To meet both these de- 
mands the United States is bending 
.all Its snergies with excellent pros- 
pects of success. 


Chairman Hurley of 
the shipping 


board in a speech in New York last 
night gave a very clear exposition or 
what is being done and what has been 
done in a remarkably'short time to 
expedite the budding of ships to make 
up for the submarine losses. He men- 
tioned the many handicaps with which 
this work had to be undertaken. We 
were not a maritime nation, our flag 
had almost vanished from the seas 
.and with the exception of a few wide- 
ly scattered shipyards, marine con- 
struction had almost become a lost 
art. 


What has been accomplished in the 


face of difficulties that seemed almost 
insuperable? When the shipping board 
took charge of the job, it found all 
the American shipyards engaged on 
contracts 
for 
the 
enlarged 
naval 


program, 
for 
private 
owners 
and 


for foreign powers. 


Thus new shipyards had to be built 


and a new industry created and judg- 
ing from Mr. Hurley's statement, the 
success of that undertaking in spite 
of all difficulties has been practically 
unprecedented.

The 37 
original shipyards have extended their 
shipways from the 182 of eight months 
ago to 195. There are in the aggre- 
gate 67 steel shipyards either wholly 
or partly engaged in Fleet corpora- 
tion work. They will have a total of 
398 steel building ways. There are 35 
yards with 258 ways on the Atlantic 
coast; 19 yards with 66 ways on the 
Pacific coast. 1" yards with 74 ways 
on the Great Lakes. With a total of 
730 wood ami steel ways there will be 
531 more berths ttian England has at 
the present time. 
Assuming 
that 


these ways will each 
produce two 


standard ships per year, the dead ton- 
nage output should be i',300,000 of 
wooden ships annually. 
Our

steel construction March 1 was S.205,- 
708 deadweight tons, ot which 5,160,300 
are under contract with the emer- 
gency 
fleet 
and 
3,045,408 
tons by 


requisition. Of the total steel con- 
struction 23 per cent, has been com- 
pleted. Of the steel ships under con- 
tract or taken by requisition approxi- 
mately 8 per cent, were completed anil 
in service last month. 


It is plain from Mr. Hurley's state- 


ment that, after the war the United 
States will be the greatest shipping 
power in the world. But the impor- 
tant fact is that the shipbuilding pro- 
gram now underway will serve to 
beat the German submarines and thus 
save the allied cause if victory cannot 
be won in any other way.

about their families. In addition they 
havo to realize all tho time that'their 


• wives' and children are In the power 
of the enemy they are 
fighting. 
Re- 


peatedly on this trip men spoke to me 
about this fact as being: one of their 
greatest hardships. If we stop for a 
moment, put ourselves in their places 
and think of our own families, wo get 
a slight idea of one of the heavy bur- 
dens which they have Been bearing. 


"The American Red Cross is arrang- 


ing to put. up some double tents at 
the front, heat and light them, put in 
come games and books and other com- 
forts, and make it possible for 
the 


jrten to have a little recreation centre 
•when their hard work is over. I was 
surprised to hear men sing-ing in tho 
worst camp that I visited. They were 
jnost of them men of good 
families 
trained in city conditions. 
They cer-

State Forester Rane , has well out- 


lined ulans to get everybody interest- 
ed. A regular canvass by the depart- 
ment's men will ba made 
throughout 


the state. These men will be assisted 
by town and city tree 
wardens and 


inoth superintendents, and all organ- 
izations interested, the Federation of 
Women's Clubs, the State Grange, the 
county and agricultural high schools, 
the Boy Scouts, civic clubs, etc. 


The governor and council have ap- 


proved selling from the state nurseries 
not over 10,000 nor less than 1000 to 
any one person of four year trans- 
plants at $7 a thousand. The trees are 
to be shipped express collect, but no 
charge for packing will be made. 


It is believed that t|iis offer will be 
taken advantage of by nearly every- 
one who owns woodlands recently cut 
Over, or waste, or unused lands adapt- 
•d to re-planting. 


If owners are unable 
to

the 


work themselves it is planned to ar- 
range with the town tree wardens or 
moth men or agricultural school stu-

While the excitement was at its 


height the Erie ferry house, a three- 
story structure in the west side of New 
Vork, was discovered to be on fire. A 
lighter close by, loaded with several 
hundred bales of cotton, also was blaz- 
ing fiercely and still further south, the 
Hoboken ferry slip of the JL-ackawanna 
railroad was on fire. These fires wera 
easily extinguished by the New York 
firemen, many of whom, ware ordered to 
Jersey City to fight the bigger fire. 


Employes in the Jarvls 
storehouse 


were nearly 50 men, but 
the 
prompt 


sounding of the alarm is believed to 
have ena-bled all to escape. Scores of 
persons in the streets were cut by fall- 
ing: glass. Hundreds of store and'tene- 
ment windows, some of them a mile 
away, were blown out by the force of 
the blasts. Several small frame build- 
ings near the warehouse were wrecked 
by the explosions. 


Frightened women and children filled 


the streets in the congested sections of 
Jersey City and Hoboken near the scene 
of the explosion and would not return 
to their homes until reassured by fire- 
men, and policemen. 


Other Cities Send Help 


The fire spread with

rapidity 


:hat the Jersey City fighters soon called 
for outside aid. Engines and other ap- 
paratus were sent from Hoboken, New 
York and other points and did effective 
service in checking the spread of the 
Hamea. A stiff wind was blowing from 
the north and for a time ,it looked as 
though the entire Brie water £ron 
property would be'destroyed.

were not a maritime nation, our flag 
had almost vanished from the seas

face of difficulties that seemed almost 
insuperable? When the shipping board 
took charge of. the job, it found all

This le what one of the Young Men's 


Christian association workers overseas 
has written back in telling of the first 
American soldiers that came back from 
the front line trenches. 
The incident that ho called "true 


American" is contained in the following 
extract from one of his letters: 


^« * * * These boys turned out to 


be^amongr those who went first into the 
front line trenches. They said it was 
a strange and terrible experience, and 
that they felt that only wonderful luck, 
or the protection''of God brought them 
out safe. I suppose that is the feeling 
of all who are for the first time expe- 
riencing, trench life, even in a quiet 
sector.

•SAVE FOOD-FOOD WILL WIN THE WAR" 


NEW YORK, March 27.— Fire follow- 


ing- a series ot unexplained explosions, 
destroyed the Mlx-«tory building of the 
Jarvls "Warehouse company, Inc., near 
the Krie railroad terminal 
in Jersey 


City late yesterday and badly damaged 
the Erie repair shops. 


No lose of life was reported last 


night. 


The material damage was estimated 


by Jersey City police and fire officials at 
close to 11,600,000. 
The goods stored 


in the warehouse, said to have included 
a. quantity of chemicals, were a totaj 
less. 


A rigid investigation was begun at 


once by federal, state and city authori- 
ties. 


The first of the terrific 
detonations 


which occurred shortly after 3 o'clock 
shook windows In downtown Manhat- 
tan and 
caused 
considerable alarm. 


Visions of another Black Tom disaster 
or a bombardment by the Germans wer«' 
in many minds. Burning cinders, which 
rose in the heavy cloud of black smoke, 
were carried by the wind across the 
North river and fell along the water 
front, 
Three Flr*m Started mt One* 


While the excitement was at its 


height the Erie ferry house, a three- 
story structure in the west side of New 
York, was discovered to be on nre. A 
lighter close by, loaded with several 
hundred bales of cotton, also waa blaz- 
ing fiercely and still further south, the 
Uoboken ferry slip of the Lackawanna 
lailroad was on fire. These flrea were 
easily extinguished by the New York 
firemen, many of whom were ordered to 
Jersey City to fight the bigger nre. 


Employes in the, Jarvis storehouse 


were nearly 50 men, but the 
prompt 


sounding of the alarm is believed to 
have enabled all to escape. 
Scores of 


persons in the streets were cut by fall- 
ing glass. Hundreds of store and tene- 
ment windows, some of them a mile 
away, were blown out by the force of 
tho blasts. Several small frame build- j 
ings near the warehouse were wrecked 
by the explosions. 


Frightened women and children filled 


the streets In the congested sections of 
Jersey City and Hoboken near th,e scene 
of the explosion aoid would not return 
to their homes until reassured by flre- 
men and policemen. 
Other Cities Send Help 


The fire spread with such 
rapidity 


that tho Jersey City fighters soon called 
for outside aid. Engines and other ap- 
paratus were sent from Hoboken, New 
York and other points and did effective 
service in checking the spread of the 
flames. A stiff wind was blowing from 
the north and for a time it looked ae 
though the entire Erie water 
front 


property would be destroyed. 


By . desperate 
efforts, however, the 


firemen confined the flames to an area 
covering about two acres. 


The storeage warehouse of the Na- 


tional Calcium Carbide company and 
the Union Cold Storage plant, 
both 


large concerns, were saved by the fire- 
men. 


Heports that a number of men had 


been killed and injured caused an emer- 
gency call for ambulances to be sent to 
four nearby hospitals. Ten employes of 
the Jarvis company, suffering burns and 
cuts, were taken to St. Francis' hos- 
pital, Hoboken. 


More than 200 employes, a number of 


them women, were at work in the Erie 
shops. All had time to escape before 
the flames reached the buildings. Ac- 
cording to fire department officials, not 
only were the shops badly damaged, but 
10 or 12 locomotives were destroyed, 
also a dozen loaded and empty freight 
cars. A large pile of coal was Ignited 
and was still burning- late last night. 


I*Vc plosion* Unexplained

E. J. Jarvis, secretary and treasurer 


of the Storeagre Warehouse 
company, 


said he could not explain the 
explo- 


alona. He stated that all kinds of dry 
materials, the nature of which he did 
not know, were stored there by various 
concerns. 
The United States govern- 


ment had been using- the warehouse. 
Mr. Jarvia said the IOSH to his concern 
and. patrons would probably

The first explosion, it la said, oc- 


curred in a corrugated iron 6hed adjoin- 
ing; the main building, and the fire that 
lollowed quickly spread to the slx-story 
structure.

blew the roof off the building- and in a 
few moments the ruins were a mass of 
flames.

lies upon this country is first for ship 
and second for food, principally whea 
and meat. To meet both these de 
mands the United States is bending 
all its energies with excellent pros 
pects of Success.

Chairman Hurley of 
the 
shipping 


board in a" speech in New York las 
night gave a very clear exposition ot 
what is being- done and what has been 
done in a remarkably short time to 
expedite the budding of ships to make 
up for the submarine losses. He men- 
tioned the many handicaps with which 
this work had to be undertaken. We 
were not a maritime nation, our flag 
had almost vanished from the seas 
and with the exception of a few wide- 
ly scattered shipyards, marine con- 
struction had almost become a, lost 
art. 


What has been accomplished in the 


face of difficulties that seemed almost 
insuperable? When the shipping board 
took charge of. the job, it found all 
the American shipyards engaged on 
contracts 
for 
the 
enlarged 
naval 


program, 
for 
private 
owners 
and 


for foreign powers. . 


Thus new shipyards had to be built 


and a new'industry created and judg- 
ing1 ,from Mr. Hurley's statement, the 
success of that undertaking in spite 
of all difficulties has been practically 
unprecedented.

shipbuilding yards and to expand IS 
others, all in addition to the 37 steel 
shipyards In the United States at the 
time of entering the war. 


The board is building in the new 


and expanded shipyards 235 new ship- 
•ways, or 26 more than exist in all the 
steel shipyards of England. 
The 37 


original shipyards have extended their 
shipways from the 362 of eight months 
ago to 195. There are in-the aggre- 
gate G7 steel shipyards either wholly , 
or partly engaged in Fleet corpora 
tion work. They will have a total ot 
398 steel building ways. There are 3 
yards with 25S ways on the Atlantic 
coast; 19 yards with 66 ways on the 
Pacific coast, 13 yards with 74 ways

730 wood and steel ways there will be 
531 more berths than England has at 
the present time.

PARIS, March 27.—Thousands of ref- 


ugees In towns and villages behind the 
British lines are being removed by 
the American Red Cross. 
Thirty au- 


tomobile transports have been bring- 
ing out people virtually all night and 
day since the German offensive began 
and the 
transportation 
department 


here has ordered all its available cars 
to the British front. 


Two thousand refugees have already 


been brought to Paris and either pro- 
vided" with shelter here or sent to the 
homes of their relatives or friends in. 
neighboring towns. 


Red Gross auto trucks at the front 


have been under shellflre, but no cas- 
ualties have been reported. 


The first batch of refugees reached 


Paris this morning. They were most- 
ly women, children and aged persons 
who had been awakened by the Red 
Cross workers in the early hours of 
Monday morning, taken to the rail- 
roads in the cainicns and thence trans- 
ported to Paris on special trains. They 
were provided with warm food on tho 


journey and fed at Red Cross can- 
teens in Paris. 


Most of the refugees were able only 


to save, a few 
of 
their 
belongings, 


which were wrapped up in shawls and 
: bed sheets or carried in baskets or 
i hand-bags. 
One woman, 81 years old. 


'carried with her only a basket of live 
chickens and cried because she had 
been unable to save two rabbits. An- 
other woman carried a few cooking 
utensils under her arm. 


Many of the women and children 


were crying because they had been 
separated from their 
relatives and 


friends. 
Among the refugees are chil- 


dren from a month to 12 years old 
and persons who have reached the age 
of 90.
